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START 



Configure an internet-enabled device 
to communicate with a valid mail server of an on-line access provider 
by automatically determining the name of the mail server 
from a user-supplied e-mail address 
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Communicate with the mail server 
using the internet-enabled device 
in order to send e-mail to one or more recipients 
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^ Prompt user to select an ISP for the device] 
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Determine access parameters for the ISP 
(prompt user for password, if not stored) 
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Connect the configuration computer to the ISP 
(if not already connected) 




Prompt user for ISP-based e-mail address 
(of the form "<prefix>@<suffix>") 
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Strip "<prefix>@" 




Lookup "<suffix>" in local mail server database

Connect to port 25 of the mail server 
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Send a "Welcome" message 
to the user's e-mail address 




Prompt user to look for the welcome message 
in his mailbox verifying proper configuration 



Inform user that the
